of Grand Rapids, representing 
the U. S. Government. Guy C. 
Conkle, Jr., of Boyne City, is 
administrator. 


The attorneys will assemble at 
Meadsville, Miss., October 14 to 
hear testimony from Mrs. Gibson. 
She is 84 years old and unable to 
travel. y ay 


It is believed Mrs. Gibson will 
attempt to break the will on the 
grounds that her brother was not 
of sound mind when the will was 
written. 

The. 78-year old East Jordan 
farmer died at Charlevoix hos- 
pital last December 30th, leav- 
ing a will that brought national 
interest because of the request 


regarding $14,000 worth of gov-

Price Hiked 
For Local | 
Turkey Growers 


‘Charlevoix county turkey gro- 

wers likely will receive two to 
five cents a pound more for their 
live birds during the holiday 
market period than they did last 
year. : 
That’s the outlook now, re- 
ports Henry E. Larzelere, mar- 
keting economist at Michigan 
State. 

‘He says the New York price 
for ready-to-cook turkeys seems 
to reflect the overall market sit- 
uation best. And for the holiday 
period, he indicates, New York 
prices for fryer-roasters and 
young heavy hens are likely to 
average 55 to 56 cents and the 
young toms 42 to 50 cents. 

Prices paid county growers for 
live turkeys is 15 to 20 cents a 
pound under. New York ready- 
to-cook birds. 

Larzelere bases his predictions 
on. the reduced numbers of tur- 
keys reportedly grown this year 
as compared with last and the 
usual seasonal price change be- 
tween September and the holi- 
day market period. 

The same number of heavy 
breed turkeys are being raised 
this year as last and about 15 
per cent fewer of the light 
breeds, national figures indicate. . 


Will Social 
Security Up 
Farm Credit? 


Social security may have a 
profound effect on credit rating 
for Charlevoix county farmers. 

The fact that the value of so- 
cial security benefits will be con- 
siderable for his family after a 
farmer dies can now be taken 
into account by bankers when 
they lend money. 

Dr. E. B. Hill a Michigan State 
-economist said this during re- 
cent agricultural finance clinic. 

He also said that social secur- 
ity means that? farmers in the 
southern third of Michigan pro- 
bably will retire @arlier than be- 
fore and pass the farm opera- 
tion on to their sons. . 

But in northern Michigan so- 
cial security may have the op- 
posite effect, according to Hill. 

Where their income is consid- 
‘erably smaller —- in many cases 
less than $1,200 a year — far- 
mers will stay on the land as 
long as possible :

The locker plant operator must inspect every carcass of meat to 
see that it is not contaminated or decomposed. State regulations pro- 
hibit storage of deer with the hides or skin on in the same room 
with other meat products.

Importance of cheese manufacturing in Michigan is being accepted 
by proclamation of national dairy interests that October is “Cheese 
Month.” 

Sale of fluid milk in Michigan about equals the amount of milk 
used in manufacturing, but within the state are 40 cheese factories. 

Michigan ranks 8th in both milk production and cheese production. 
About 81 million pounds of cheese a year are produced, mostly of 
the cheddar and colby types, although some Italian varieties are alsc 
made. The Federal government buys about three carloads a week, 
which is graded by the bureau of dairying. In prouction of cream 
cottage cheese, Michigan places 4th among the states,

The greatest asset of any city 
or any area is its people. If they 
are - forward-looking, enterpris- 
ing, energetic, and possess faith 
and confidence in the future of 


. their community, the city or 


area will prosper. 

. To develop a proper perspec- 
tive on the area, a statistical 
comparison between the 27 north 


‘state counties in the area and 


Michigan as a whole, as well as 
with as with typical industrial 
and agricultural counties in the 
state, was made. 

The 27 counties have a total 
area of 14,299 square miles. This 
is about one-fourth of Michi- 
gan’s total land area. Population 
density is 21.1 persons to the 
square mile, State average is 
112.0. In six of the central eoun- 
ties of the area population den- 
sity runs as low as six to nine 
persons per square mile. 


Aggregate community income - 


in the 27 counties is $302,000,- 
000 per annum (effective buying 
income or funds available for 
purchases after paying taxes). 
For Michigan it is approximately 
‘ten and one half billion. 

Hence, a region embracing 
nearly one-fourth of the total 
land area of the state produces 
only about three percent of the 
annual income. As a consequence 
there is a definite shortage of in- 
vestment capital, which consti- 
tutes one of the principal pro- 
blems of the area. 

On a percapita basis, effective 

buying income of the area is 
$976, and on a family basis, $33- 
80 per annum. This compares 
with $1392 per capita and $5390 
per family for the state as & 
whole. : 
_. Transition has been more rap- 
id in the principal cities. Trav- 
erse City, Alpena, Petoskey, Mz- 
nistee, Ludington and- Cadillac 
have a composite buying power 
index 14.5 per cent above the na- 
tional average. 

This is probably due in part 

to expenditures made by tourists 
and resorters, in-migrant cherry 
pickers, and others. 
_ Grand Traverse County, for 
instance, has retail sales of $49- 
75 per resident family, although 
effective buying income is only 
$4491 per family. 

Conversely, for the state as a 
whole, retail sales in 1952 ran 
$3923 per family as against buy- 
ing income of $5390 per family. 

Emmet County (Petoskey) 
presents a somewhat similar pic- 
ture with retail sales of $4732 
per family as against effective 
buying income of $3859 per fam- 
ily. Roscommon (Houghton Lake} 
has an effective buying income 
of only $2754 per family, but re- 
tail sales run $4893 per family. 

These figures demonstrate 
how important the vacation tra- 
vel industry is in building the 
economy ‘of the area. ;

Three outstanding seniors at 
East Jordan High School will 
compete in the new, multi-mil- 
lion dollar National Merit: Scho- 
larship Program, Principal K. R.

Colleges chosen by the Merit 
Scholars will receive “sholar- 
ships” too, for the Merit Pro- 
gram also helps the undergradu- 
ate colleges. In return for educa- 
ting the Merit Scholar, the col- 
lege can receive a grant of up to 
$3,000. 

The National Merit Scholar- 
ship Corporation offers its fac- 
ilities and services with out 
charge to organizations and in- 
dividuals interested in offering 
scholarships and conforming to 
its standards. Such scholarships 
will bear the name of the spon-
